Slingsby had given birth to this child 
on September 1, 1910, in McAllister 
street, San Francisco, and that the 
statement that she had put forward 
another child was untrue and invent- 
ed for the purpose of the case.

GERMANY'S NAVY WILL 
DESTROY ENEMY SHIPS 


Berlin.—The German Admiralty 
February 4 issued the following com- 
munication: 

“The waters around Great Britain 
and Ireland, including the whole of 
the English channel, are declared a 
war zone from and after February 18, 
1915. 

“Every enemy ship found in this 
war zone will be destroyed even if it 
is impossible to avert dangers which 
threaten the crew and passengers. 
“Also, neutral ships in the war zone 
are in danger, as in consequence of 
the misuse of neutral flags ordered by 
the British government on January 
sist and in view of the hazards of 
haval warfare, it -cannof always be 
avoided that attacks meant for enemy 
ships endanger neutral ships. 
“Shipping northward around the 
Shetland islands, in the eastern basis 
of the North sea, and in a strip of at 
least thirty nautical miles in breadth 
along the Dutch coast is endangered 
in the same way.” 


OLDEST RESIDENT OF 
NEVADA PASSES AWAY 


Reno.—The oldest resident of Ne- 
vada died in Carson February 5— 
in the State prison. He was ‘‘One- 
armed” Jim, a Shoshone Indian, and 
had served twenty-nine years of a 
life sentence. The prison records 
give his age at 109 years. i 

A continuous silence since the day 
he was first placed in prison was 
preserved by the Indian. He was 
first sentenced to be hanged in 1886 
for the murder of a station agent 
in Humboldt county, but the sen- 
tence was commuted to life imprison- 
ment by Governor Stevenson. 

The Indian was convicted through 
the testimony of* his. squaw, who, 
fearing for her life, produced the 
pistol used in taking the life of the 
railroad agent. 


VON KLUCK’S SON SLAIN 
IN ARTILLERY BATTLE 


Berlin.—The eldest son of General 
Von Kluck, who was a naval lieuten- 
ant, is reported to have fallen in an 
artillery battle near Lake Middle- 
kerke, on January 26. All former 
non-commissioned officers who are 
under 60 years of age have been call- 
ed to drill new recruits. 


Quake Wrecks Coal Pits 


London.— Earth shocks occurred 
February 1 in districts of Yorkshire. 
One miner was killed and many had 
narrow escapes owing to the shaking 
down of coal in the coal pita In 
some cases the pits were rendered un- 
workable by the fall of coal. 
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RUSSIANS CAPTURE 
TOWN OF TARNOW 


Field Marshal Von Hindenburg 
Hurls Infantry and Artillery 
Against His Adversaries 


Amsterdam.—The Austro-Hungarian 
War Press Bureau on February 65 is- 
sued the following: “Artillery and in- 
fantry fighting continues along the 
Nida river. We evacuated Tarnow 
(Galicia) after the Russians bombard- 
ed the place with heavy mortars. A 
decisive battle is being’ fought in the 
region of Dukla, where strong Russian 
pressure is felt in the direction of 
Dukla pass and the _ neighboring 
passes. The fighting in the Carpa- 
thians is being seriously interfered 
with by the deep snow.” 


Petrograd.—It ig announced that the 
Russian troops on February 3d occu- 
pied Volia¢hidlowska (Wolaszydlo- 
wiecka), to the east of Bolimow, Po- 
land. 


Lisbon, via Paris.—A _ semi-official 
note made public here announces that 
the German forces have evacuated An- 
gola, Portuguese West Africa. The na- 
tives on both banks of the Kunene 
river have. revolted, pillaged the 
houses of Europeans and killed the 
Administrator of Missende and his 
wife and sons. The Governor of An- 
gola-ts organizing a punitive expedi- 
tion. 


London.—The efforts of the German 
Field-Marshal, Von Hindenburg, to 
stop the advance of the Russians in 
East Prussia and the Carpathians by 
compelling them to reinferce their 
center west of Warsaw has culminated 
in a desperate attack. Regiment after 
regiment, ‘supported by great masses 
of artillery, has ‘been flung against the 
Russian lines, and both sides claim to 
have inflicted heavy losses on their op- 
ponents, and each reports progress. 

It is apparent, however, that while 
the Germans are making every effort 
to get near Warsaw. the Russians, for 
the- present, are satisfied to hold their 
positions and inflict as heavy losses 
on their adversaries as possible. 


PROFESSOR TOURNIER 
IS SLAIN IN BATTLE 


San Francisco.— Alfred Tournier, a 
fermer professor of viticditure at the 
University of California, was killed 
while fighting with his regiment in 
the trenches of France, according to 
advices received here recently. 

Arsene Tournier, brother of the 
dead man, wrote a letter to Arthur 
Legallet, president of the French Sav- 
ings Bank, telling of the tragic death 
of his brother and other members of 
his family 

The letter, in part, is as follows: 


“Dear M. Legallet—I have just 
heard frightful tidings. My brother, 
Alfred, was killed on the battlefield 


December 12 last. He was fighting 
only a few kilometers from me in the 
trenches of Picardy. He gave up his 
life as a hero on the fieldtog honor. 
That is all I know now. bs 

“My family already was in mouwurn- 
ing. One of my cousins also died a 
hero on the battlefield, and another 
cousin whom you met in Paris, Com- 
mander Durmetlat, fell lately at his 
post at Maroc. He died a hero, after 
all hig glorious campaigns. 

“If I am destined to die on the bat- 
tlefield I would first like to avenge 
the deaths of my loved ofes. 

“When I hear the cannon roar my 
thoughts go back to my poor little 
wife, who is waiting for me in San 
Francisco. Death does not frighten 
me. It no longer has terrors for any- 
one. On the contrary, it inspires us 
with an extraordinary philosophy. In- 
deed the heart often bleeds at the 
sight of so much mourning and pathos. 

“We do not forget that a sacred 
duty is left for us to fulfili. -No mat- 
ter what the cost we must conquer 
the enemy. You know how long, ter- 
rible and deadly the suspense is. 

“It is winter, and terrible weather 
at this very hour. It has rained al- 
most every day. We wade through the 
water and mud during long, dreary 
and seemingly endless nights. 

“Dear M. Legallet, let me in closing 
wish that I shall see you soon, and 
well and safe. Ag ever yours sin- 
cerely, A. TOURNIER.”

)F DRIED VEGETABLES 


MANY PALATABLE, DISHES MAY 
BE PREPARED. 


Need Especial Care but WIlIl Repay 
Time Given to Them—Excellent 
Hash Is One Composed of Po- 
tatoes and Lentils. 

Dried vegetables contain a greai 
jeal of nourishment, and if they are 
properly prepared they can be made 
nto very palatable dishes. They 
should always be soaked overnight, 
tinsed, brought to the boiling point, 
ind then simmered slowly with a 
quarter of a teaspoonful of baking 

soda in the water. 

When the fresh vegetables are | 
scarce the good housekeeper can give | 
2 greater variety to her table for a 
smaller cost if she uses liberally of 
the dried vegetables as well as of the 
tinned. Baked beans, porridge and 
succotash are old standbys that no | 
one has neef@ to be reminded of—but | 
with these time-honoted dishes many 
households seem to end their use of 
iried vegetables. 

If you live in a locality where you 
can get dried sweet corn, or if you 
have been forehanded enough to put | 
it up for yourself you are very lucky, 
for this is far superior to the tinned 
variety. Canned corn is one of the 
vegetables whose flavor is entirely 
changed by being canned. Dried corn 
{s delicious made into corn mock | 
oysters and can hardly be told from | 
the fresh vegetable. 

Soak the corn overnight and in the | 
morning boll it up with a pinch of | 
baking soda. Press out the pulp with | 
a sharp knife and to a pint of the-| 
pulp add two beaten eggs, one tea- 
spoonful of butter and salt, a dash of 
pepper, and enough flour to bind. Roll 
Into small cakes and saute them in 
butter, or drop from a spoon into hot, 
fat to make fritters. These may, of | 
course, be made of canned corn also, 
and they are sometimes improved by | 
adding a little milk and sugar. 

Dried beans and peas make very | 
good purees, but care must be taken | 
to soak and boil them for a sufficiently 
long time. When they have boiled 
until they are very tender mash them 
through a sieve. Place again in the 
saucepan and stir into them enough 
hot milk, pepper and salt to season 
them, add butter and a little sugar 
before serving. 

A very good fash of potatoes and 
lentils is made from one and one-half 
cupfuls of cold cooked potatoes, two 
cupfuls of boiled lentils, one teaspoon- 
ful of salt, pepper to taste, half a cup- 
ful of milk and one teaspoonful of 
onion juice. Cook the hash In a frwng 


pan until brown, and serve with a to- 
Mato sauce.

Potato Doughnuts. 

One cupful mashed potato (warm); 
two tablespoonfuls shortening (warm); 
cupful and a half of sugar; two eggs; 
one cupful milk; one-fourth teaspoon- 
ful each nutmeg and cinnamon; six 
cupfuls flour; two teaspoonfuls baking 
powder. To mix: Put shortening and 
sugar in mixing bowl and cream; add 
the warm mashed potatoes and then 
the eggs, one at a time, until they are 
mixed well through. Add the flour, 
baking powder, spices and beat thor- 
oughly. Let stand about half an hour 
to ripen. Then add enough flour to 
roll and cut; fry in deep fat until a 
golden brown. Lay on a wire screen 
to drop. You will find they will stay 
fresh longer than the old-fashioned 
kind.

Apple Dumpling Pie.—Fill deep pie 
pan heaping full of good tart apples,, 
pared and quartered, put in a Httle 
water, cover closely, set on range to 
cook while making crust. Make a 
crust of one rounded cup flour, two 
teaspoonfuls baking powder, one -des- 
sertspoonful lard, salt, one-half cup- 
ful water. Mix lightly with a spoon, 
roll about one-half inch thick, cutting 
places for steam to escape. Cover 
apples with it, pressing dough down 
around the edges of the tin. Bake in 
a rather quick oven. Serve with the 
following: 

Dressing for Pie.—One cupful sugar, 
one tablespoonful butter; add a little 
cream; season with nutmeg. Stir to 
& cream. To serve, cut in pieces: as 
ple, turning crust bottom side up. 
Take apples out with a spoon, cover 
crust with apples, then cover apples 
with dressing. 

Delicious Way to Bake Apples.— 
Peel and core apples and put in bak- 
ing dish, filling each apple with sugar. 
Cover with hot water and stew 
gently, laying a few pleces of stick 


cinnamon and lemon peel on the top. 
When about half done sprinkle with a 
heaping tablespoonful of gelatin and 
place in oven until. done. Serve cold 
with cream. 

Old-Time Apple Pie.—Slice tart 
apples, lay them on a lower crust, 
cover them with maple sirup and very 
thin slices of salt pork; add a shake 
of red pepper. Cover with perforated 
upper crust and hake until apples are 
soft and sirupy. The pork melts and 
disappears. ‘

It needs no cooking but 
must stand several weeks to ripen.
